B. Amendments and new pre-session resolutions are generated in the Area Meetings. 

C. The Resolutions Committee meets to review all pre-session resolutions and combine, re-word, append, or 
render moot these resolutions as necessary. 

D. Members of the Senate meet during the session in topic breakouts and give thoughtful consideration to the 
need for new resolutions and/or amendments. 

E. After all Session presentations are finished each day, members meet during the resolution breakouts to 
discuss the need for new resolutions and/or amendments. These resolution writing sessions are organized by 
topic to facihtate discussion. Each resolution or amendment must be submitted to the Resolutions Chair 
before the posted deadlines each day. There are also Area meetings at the Session for discussing, writing, 
and amending resolutions. 

F. The Resolutions Committee meets again to review all resolutions and amendments and to combine, re-word, 
append, or render moot the resolutions as necessary. 

G. The resolutions are discussed and voted upon in the general sessions on the last day of the Plenary Session.

4.1.0 Articulation and Common Course Numbering

students have moving from community college to community college (intra-system transfer) because of lack 
of articulation and common course numbering. 

Therefore be it resolved that the Academic Senate for California Community Colleges support statewide 
efforts to promote articulation and use of common course munbering among community colleges.

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4.3.0 Transfer Center Advisory Committee

to a plethora of transfer functions (for example, matriculation and transfer centers), and 

Whereas collaboration and communication are essential among faculty working in areas like transfer, 
included as one of the eleven areas specified as appropriate for senate involvement under "student preparation 
and success," and 

Whereas the Title 5 required Transfer Center Advisory Committee is not necessarily a senate committee. 

Therefore be it resolved that the Academic Senate for California Community Colleges urge local senates to 
take an active role in the Title 5 required Transfer Center Advisory Committee at their coUeges; and 

Be it further resolved diat the Academic Senate for CaUfomia Community Colleges direct die Executive 
Committee to develop guildelines for use by local senates in creating senate transfer committees.

4.4.0 Assessment of Transfer Support Activities

Whereas Title 5 includes "student preparation and success" as one of the eleven areas in which local senates

Whereas student equity requires the assessment of the success of programs in terms of student outcomes, one 
of which is transfer rate. 

Therefore be it resolved that the Academic Senate for California Community Colleges urge local senates to 
monitor assessment of transfer support activities at their colleges, so that 1) they can assure that components 
of effective assessmem of transfer programs are being implemented, 2) all constituents, mcluding students, 
are being involved in assessment, and 3) the results of assessment of transfer programs are widely distnbuted 
to faculty.

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4.6.0 Articulation with Historically Black Colleges and Universities

Whereas the value of historically black colleges and universities to the academic achievement of African 
American students has been recognized, and 

Whereas historically black colleges and universities have provided a positive campus climate for academic 
and social development, and 

Whereas the Academic Senate and the Chancellor's Office have supported the concept of articulation with 
historically black colleges and universities, 

Therefore be it resolved tiiat the Academic Senate for California Community Colleges aflirm its support for 
ihe continued investigation of articulation with historically black colleges and universities.

4.7.0 Concurrent Enrollment with University of California 

895 Norm Simpson, San Bemadino Valley College 

Whereas faculty representatives of the University of California at Riverside and several local community 
colleges identified incomplete sequences of courses as a major dcterrant to success of transfer students, the 
main problems being topic sequencing and the poor meshing of semester versus quarter class scheduling, and 

Whereas the only avenue currently open to community college students is taking classes through extension at 
the University of California c^fmpus while completing these sequences, and 

Whereas smdents emolled through extension pay higher fees, compete with University of California students 
in regular classes, and receive no grade or unit credit. 

Therefore be it resolved that the Academic Senate for California Community Colleges urge the Academic 
Senate of the University of California to adopt a policy allowing community college students to concurrently 
enroll at the University of California campus while completing a course sequence at the community college.

Wliereas the Academic Senate for California Community Colleges has long supporteo quality articulation and 
transfer, and 

Whereas Project ASSIST, which has as its goal the development of an articulation database, has so far been 
able to include less than 30 community colleges in that database and has been criticized for administrative 
and technical inefficiencies, and 

Whereas the Chancellor of the California Community Colleges has withheld over $300,000 of the 
legislatively mandated $589,000 for Project ASSIST (in the 1994-95 fiscal year) which may cause the 
collapse of the ASSIST program, and 

Whereas the Chancellor has not involved the Academic Sem :e in the discussion of this clearly academic and 
curricular matter, 

Therefore be it resolved tiiat the "Academic Senate for Califomia Community Colleges reaffirm its 
commitment to quality articulation and transfer and reaffirm the development of an articulation database 
capable of course equivalency checks and student progress checks, and 

Be it further resolved that the Academic Senate for California Community Colleges request that the 
Chancellor conduct an evaluation of ASSIST incorporating representatives of the appropriate consultation 
groups including the Academic Senate for Cahfomia Community Colleges, and 

Be it jfurther resolved that the Academic Senate for Califomia Community Colleges request of the Cliancellor 
that funding for ASSIST be continued at its legislatively mandated level until such evaluation has been 
conducted, and 

Be it finally resolved that the Academic Senate for Califomia Community Colleges request tjiat the Board of 
Governors take no action on the status of ASSIST until a recommendation has been develojied dirough the 
consultation process .

Whereas a college's integrity is contingent upon its ability to control its curriculum. 

Therefore be it resolved that the Academic Senate for California Community Colleges afiSim its commitment 
to the essential elements of academic integrity, academic freedom, articulation, and resources while pursuing 
common course numbering.

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4.1 2.0 Cross-enrollment 

S95 Bill Scroggins, Chabot College 

Whe^'^s SB 1914 (Killea, 1994) enables cross-enrollment of students among the three higher education 
segr- ..is, University of California, California State University, and California Community Colleges, and 

Whereas SB 1914 requires that this system of cross-enrollment be on a space-available basis for a maximum 
of one class each terra at a maximum cost of $10 to students with no PTES generated for the class either for 
the home or host institution, and 

Whereas such a cross-enrolhnent system, if equitably structured, could greatly enhance student opportunities 
for learning. 

Therefore be it resolved that the Academic Senate for California Community Colleges support the concepts 
cross-enrollment as presented in SB 1914 (Killea, 1994), and 

Be it further resolved that the Academic Senate for California Community Colleges encourage local senates 
to make eveiy attempt to establish cross-enrolhnent programs with neighboring UC and CSU campuses under 
the SB 1914 program and include the following specific implementation provisions:

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Policy and Procedures on the Faculty Nominees for 
the Board Governors 



Board of Governors* Nomination Timeline and Procedures: 

1. In September, Standards & Practices, a committee of the Academic Senate, will 
develop the timeline for Board of Governor nominations. The chair of the 
committee will draft announcement for Executive Committee approval no later 
than the September Executive Committee meeting 

2. No later than September 15th, a call for nominations will be sent to each campus 
through the senate president. At the same time, all previous nominees will receive 
an announcement inviting them to activate then* file, 

3. The first Rostrum of the academic year should include candidate qualifications 
requirements and the nomination process. 

4. Nominations will close by Oct. 31. 

5. Applications will be initially screened by the Standards & Practices committee 
using a set of established criteria and when possible, the Standards & Practices 
committee will forward a minimum of five recommended applicants names of 
recommended applications will be forwarded to the of the Academic Senate 
President by the middle of November for scheduling of interviews. 

6. Tlie President of the Academic Senate will convene an interview committee 
consisting of five Executive Committee members, of which one shall be the Chair 
of the Academic Senate's Standards & Practices committee, by the middle of 
November for the purpose of screening applicants and selecting three candidates 
to be forwarded to the Governor's Office. Interviews of the candidates 
recommended by Standards & Practices committee shall take place at the 
December meetmg of the Executive Committee. Three candidates will be selected 
for recommendation to the Governor's Office as candidates to fill the Board of 
Governors appointment. 

7. The President will transmit the interview committee's recommendation to the 
Governor's office by mid-December and all candidates will be notified of the 
outcome of the nomination process. 

8. Standards & Practices will review the process yearly and recommend any changes 
by March of the academic year. 



Nomination Process: 
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1 . Nominations may be made by: 

a) any college or district senate 

b) Executive committee of the Academic Senate for California 
Community Colleges. 

2. Any faculty member previously nominated who wishes to be reconsidered must 
submit a letter of intent and may update his/her application packet if necessary. 

3. All nominations must be endorsed by a local/district senate or the Executive 
Committee. A letter of support from the candidate's local senate is desirable. 

4. An applicant must submit: 

a) Resume 

b) Statement of why he/she would be an effective member of the Board 
of Governors. This would include, but not be limited to: 

1) commitment to students and mission of community colleges, and 

2) reference to qualifications for the position. 

c) Letter of endorsement from the applicant's local senate is desirable. 

Qualiflcations: 

1. Candidates must be full-time, tenured faculty members. 

2. Candidates must have campus-wide leadership experience at the local level, 
serving in the local academic senate as an officer. Executive committee member, 
committee chair or in some other capacity that demonstrates knowledge of local 
senate and college operations. 

3. Candidates must have statewide organizational experience, preferably with the 
Academic Senate, serving as an officer. Executive Committee member, committee 
chair or on some other capacity that demonstrates knowledge of statewide 
educational issues and California community college system operations. 
Candidates may list involvement in discipline-related statewide organizations and 
special activities that qualify them for the position. 

4. Candidates must demonstrate the ability to present a reasoned argument in 
educational policy and demonstrate a knowledge of statewide educational issues. 

5. In order to independently represent all the faculty of California community 
colleges, a faculty member appointed to the Board of Governors must agree upon 
appointment to resign from the executive board of any statewide community 
college organization excluding discipline related professional organizations. The 
Academic Senate will only forward the name of those candidates who agree to the 
above requirement. 
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
